Although  many  de- 
mands were  made  on  his  time,  he  was  always  willing 
to  accomodate  the  students.  He  was  kind,  warm,  sincere 
and  understanding.  His  advice  was  always  frank  and 
realistic,  his  decisions  fair  and  just.  Very  few  problems 
remained  unsolved  in  his  hands. 


Perhaps  the  one  outstanding  quality  that  we  will  remember  more  than  any  other  was  his  unfailing  sense  of  humor 
which  prevailed  in  many  trying  circumstances.  It  was  this  sense  of  humor  combined  with  his  genuine  interest  in  every 
one  of  us  that  did  so  much  to  establish  our  morale  and  unity. 

Dr.  Stuart,  in  addition  to  being  an  outstanding  educator  and  a  man  of  fine  character  and  intellect,  was  indeed  our 
friend.   To  his  memory,  then,  we  dedicate  the  1968  Pylon.
